READERS of this and other commer-

Our Special Report on Crop Pros- 
pects and the Milling Supply. 


It seems so far this season to bea 
very slow, tedious jub to get the win- 
ter wheat fairly started and in oe. 
ing condition. We have two or three 
mild warm days in which the frost 
comes out of the ground very rapidly, 
then a heavy and a sudden 
and sharp freeze. This state of the 
weather has prevailed for the last 
twenty days. My rt of March 2, 
left the winter wheat belt just comin 
out from these conditions, of whic’ 
the past week is simply a eegemion, 
coming with wonderful ar”, 80 
faras time is concerned. ith this 
outlook the ‘aig * has had a struggle 
though so far the early sown wheat 
seems to have successfully contended 
with the sudden and severe changes 
indicated above. All over the winter 
wheat belt the ground is well saturated 
with water, a situation directly oppo- 
site to that of a year ago when mois- 
ture was in demand everywhere. For 
the last ten days we have had the 
smallest movement of winter wheat in 
the interior since harvest, the present 
uncertain condition of the crop mak- 
ing farmers very conservative as to 

g with reserves. 

Texaa still reports very heavy rains 
but-no cold weather of any conse- 
quence. The tendency now of wheat 
in that state is to go tostem rather 
than to spread out as it should at this 
time of the year. The next fourteen 
days is acritical period in the winter 
wheat crop of Texas. : 

California reports indicate that rains 
have been abundant and well distrib- 
uted through the season, up to March 
1. The oe in wheat equals if it 
does not exceed that of last year. while 
the stands are 10 r cent better.

THE RAILROADS. 


A movement is being made to es- 
tablish a line of boats between Mil- 
waukee and Muskegon, to connect 
with the Chicago & West Michigan 
and the Detroit, Lansing & Northern 
railroads. This would create a new 
eastern outlet for freight from Mil- 
waukee, claimed to be shorter than 
any other. 

Itis proposed to organize a new 
trunk line, to be known as the Ontario, 
Manitoba & Western railroad, for the 
construction of a system westward 
from the t lakes into the north- 
west territories, connecting with the 
Northern Pacific system and offering 
a formidable competition to the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. The company

The Central Iowa railroad has put 
into effect a 12c rate on grain from all 
points on its system to Chicago. The 
action will not seriously affect the 
three lines which have agreed to hold 
to the old tariff rate in the present 
freight war. There is some corn at 
Grinn Iowa, where the Central 
Iowa and the Rock Island form a juge- 
tion, but outside of this the Central 
Iowa’s rates will have but little effect.

Brooklyn’s Warehouse Combine. 





It is expected that an organization 
of the grain warehouses of Brooklyn 
will be effected before the opening of 
navigation, and that it will have the 
codperation of the “Empire Stora 
Co.,” by which name the recently 
formed combine of Brook'yn general 
warehouses, is known. But instead of 
forming a central stock company to 
lease the grain stores as the general 
stores have been, they will be run as 
now, under a sort of pooling arrange- 
ment, by which each store Shall share 
08, rata according to its ca 

ty in the earnings of the whole, which 
will stop the present disastrous cut- 
ting of rates the competition for 
business. The number of Brooklyn’s 
warehouses is estimated at about 500 
of which one-tenth are grain storage 


houses with 15,000,000 bus ——— 


Of this aggregate, $,000,000 bus are 
houses which store grain only and 
these have not entered the Empire 
combination. The general stores which 
have gone into the combination, in ad- 
dition to the general warehouse busi- 
ness have, or claim to have, half the 

storage capacity of Brooklyn. 
Tne Brocklyn warehouses are built 
close upon the docks at which vessels 
land, so that they discharge directly 
into store. This is what has given 
Brooklyn warehouses such an advant- 
age over those of New York and Jer- 
sey City. Good authorities state that 
75 per cent of all the grain handled at 
New York, through these stores 
in Brooklyn. Of this 75 per cent grain, 
however, floating elevators do one-half. 





The Winnipeg Commercial reports 
at dissatisfaction at McGregor, 
an., over mill affairs. About a year 
ago $6,000 were voted as a bonus to aid 
in the establishment of a flour mill.

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In my last article, I said the subject 
of this one would be the proper selec- 
tion of wheat,as an important element 
of var gr + It will be uni- 
vereally conceded that unless we use 
good wheat it will be impossible to 
make first class flour. No matter how 
well the mill may be furnished with 
cleaning machinery, rolls, purifiers, 
reels, or other be carey these in 
themselves cannot be made to produce 
good marketable flour unless we have 
good wheat to begin with. That is to 
say, no machinery, howéver well it 
may be handled, can add anything to 
the natural qualities of the wheat. 
First class machinery is absolutely 
ne to Fp econ ge good flour, and 
with such and good wheat, there is no 

reason why the miller should not 

ng the mill to the front. This, ev- 
ery sensible man knows, is all that is 
expected of machinery, no matter 
whose make it may be. It will not be 
my province to advocate any particu- 
lar make or class of machinery for I 
believe every one should examine for 
hi be fally persuaded in his own 
mind and adopt that which will suit 
his special case. A great deal of care 
and skill are being exercised by more 
than one manufacturer in making 
machinery, and these noble efforts are 
fully appreciated by millers through- 
out the country. There is no question 
that such superior ability has been dis- 
en in the invent'on and making of 

it class machinery that it seems as 
pees nothing better ever would, or 
could be made; yet while this is so I 
have never found any machine that 
has brains. I am a strong believer in 
the theory of evolution, aud can see in 
all apeues mechanics the principle of 
development, and progress. After we 
have obtained the myohy neces- 
sary for our purposes, and found the 
best machines for our use, we shall find 
out the best way of adapting them to 
the work to be done, and the most 
profitable way of handling the mate 
ial we have in hand. It will be ong 
ed that there should be qualities in 
the mind of every inventor or experi 
menter to meke him skillful and an 
adept in making machinery intelli- 
gently, so as to assist the operator in 
producing the most desirable results 
under the varied conditions to which 
~~ mill must necessarily be subject.

ow we know every cause has its ef- 
fect, and like conditions will produce 
like results, But there was a wide dif- 
ference in the product of the two mills 
and it was the miller’s business to find 
out the cause of the difference. I call 
to mind a case of this character and it 
took quite a time to find out the troub- 
le but when found, the remedy was 
soon applied In this case one mill 
was run on wheat bought by the load 
from wagons, and selected with great 

and, as it came from different 

sections around the city, a very 
mixture was secured. The other mill 
was run on wheat bought by the car 
load, and, while it was selected with as 
much care, five to ten car loads from 
thse same section was bought and used 
unmixed while in the other mill, as 
stated above, small quantities from 
d fferent sections and d ffsrent soiis 
were naturally mixed together and 
the product was nearly uniform and 
gave better satisfaction. This opened 
the eyes of my understanding some- 
what. It occ to me that it would 
be well to take wheat from the differ- 
ent sections, send them to a chem- 
ist and have an analysis made 
as a guide, not only in the selec 
tion, but aiso as data from which to 
make a proper mixture. I regret that 
Iam unable to give these analyses to 
the reader of this article as they have 
been misplaced or destroyed, but hope 
in some future article to givé others of 
similar character. I have to say, how- 
ever, that these analyses were a help 
beyond my expectation, and in follow- 
ing them closely I count that year as 
one of the most succes-ful of my mill- 
ing experience. Mr Hibbard. of Grand 
Rapids, who was identified with mill- 
ing interests some years ago, also had 
an analysis of the same character 
made. He told me it was a great help 
and gave him an impetus in his mill- 
ing which he could net otherwise have 
gained. 

There is a t German proverb 
which says: “The better is the enemy 
of the good.” Millers by a little 
thought will comprehend the full 
force .f its mearing. If any one suc- 
ceeds in making a good flour and his 
competitor makes a better article, he 
will find that the better is the enemy 
of his good flour, and will drive him 
out of the market. It is necessary to 
take advantage of all these facte to 
enable the miller to succesefully com- 
te with others. This caution has 
not always been suffi iently- observed 
by many millers, because by nature 
they are conservative and hesitate in
